To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Caerphilly  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Anderson  and  Gentlemen, 

At  the  beginning  of  February,  1962,  the  department  suffered  a sad 
loss  with  the  untimely  death  of  Mrs.  E.  M.  Sargent,  J.P.,  who  had  been 
Chairman  of  the  Council’s  Health  Committee  for  several  years.  Her 
efforts  to  further  the  health  of  the  community  and  the  encouragement 
which  she  gave  to  the  officers  in  carrying  out  their  duties,  will  long 
be  missed. 

1962  was  a year  of  considerable  upheaval  in  the  Department,  apart 
from  the  death  of  Mrs.  Sargent,  for  it  marked  the  end  of  a 26-year 
association  between  Dr.  W.  R.  Nash  and  the  Council.  Dr.  Nash  retired 
from  his  post  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the  30th  September,  1962, 
and  his  departure  was  marked  by  several  farewell  functions  that  express- 
ed the  very  high  esteem  in  which  he  was  held  by  the  community. 

I commenced  my  duties  as  successor  to  Dr.  Nash  on  the  1st  October, 
1962,  and  should  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  warm  welcome 
which  I received  at  the  time. 

The  year  was  also  marked  by  the  retirement,  on  the  31st  March, 
1962,  of  Mr.  W. Lloyd  Jones,  Public  Health  Inspector,  who  had  been 
with  the  Department  for  even  longer  than  Dr.  Nash.  Mr.  Lloyd  Jones 
also  commanded  a high  respect  in  the  area,  and  his  retirement  was  a 
considerable  loss  to  the  Department. 

Mr.  J.  E.  Davies,  however,  who  took  up  an  appointment  as  Public 
Health  Inspector  on  the  1st  November,  1961,  established  himself 
during  1962,  as  a worthy  colleague  of  Mr.  W.  R.  Liddington. 

For  the  first  time  for  many  years  the  Department  also  took  on  the 
task  of  providing  practical  experience  for  a trainee  Public  Health 
Inspector,  Mr.  Keith  Morgan,  who  took  up  his  first  6-month 
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period  of  training  on  the  2nd  April,  1962,  After  a period  of  residential 
college  study  he  will  return  to  the  Department  for  a second  period  of 
6 months  in  1963.  During  1962  Mr.  Morgan  satisfied  my  predecessor 
with  his  ability,  was  a considerable  help  in  the  running  of  the  De- 
partment and  showed  promising  aptitude  towards  his  future  career. 

Smallpox. 

Caerphilly  is  situated  only  a few  miles  from  Cardiff,  which  was  the 
the  focus  of  the  initial  infection  in  the  South  Wales  Smallpox  outbreak 
which  commenced  in  January,  1962.  In  this  outbreak  there  was  a total 
of  45  confirmed  cases  with  25  deaths.  Fortunately,  none  of  these  cases 
came  from  the  Urban  Area  itself,  but  in  a modern  society  with  much 
commuting  of  workers  from  district  to  district  it  was  not  surprising  that 
there  were  several  contacts  in  the  area.  All  members  of  the  Department 
worked  in  co-operation  with  the  County  Council  Health  Department 
and  were  kept  very  busy  for  the  duration  of  the  outbreak  in  the  tracing 
and  surveillance  of  contacts  and  arranging  vaccinations.  The  Officers 
and  Staff  of  other  Departments  in  the  Council  Offices  were  part- 
icularly helpful  during  the  outbreak,  and  I am  sure  that  Dr.  Nash 
would  wish  me  to  record  his  thanks  to  them  all  for  their  strenuous 
efforts. 

At  the  time  of  the  outbreak  I was  an  Assistant  Medical  Officer  with 
the  Cardiff  Corporation,  and  consequently  am  very  well  aware  of  the 
worrying  time  which  all  medical  personnel  in  the  South  Wales  area 
experienced. 

Tuberculosis  in  Abertridwr. 

For  some  time  it  appeared  to  Dr.  Nash  that  the  notifications  of 
tuberculosis  which  were  received  were  more  frequent  from  the  Aber- 
tridwr area  than  from  other  Wards  in  the  district.  In  co-operation  with 
Dr.  T.  Francis  Jarman  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Service  and  Professor 
F.  Heaf  of  the  Caerphilly  Chest  Clinic,  a survey  was  instituted  with  the 
aim  of  X-raying  every  resident  in  the  area  to  ascertain  whether  the  risk 
of  infection  was  in  fact  substantially  higher  in  Abertridwr. 

The  Abertridwr  Ward  Members,  I understand,  were  most  helpful 
in  encouraging  the  public  to  come  forward  for  X-ray,  and  the  Mass 
Radiography  Service  Staff  and  the  Cfnst  Clinic  Staff  worked  extremely 
hard  to  ensure  the  success  of  the  survey.  The  local  Press  is  also  to  be 
thanked  for  the  publicity  which  was  given.  It  should  be  pointed  out 
however  that  this  was  a diagnostic  survey  intended  specifically  for  the 
particular  benefit  of  the  residents  of  the  Abertridwr  area.The  fact 
that  it  was  conducted  in  Abertridwr  did  not  in  any  way  imply  that  any 
great  alarm  was  associated  with  Abertridwr  by  comparison  with  figures 
from  many  districts  in  other  parts  of  the  British  Isles.  The  results  cf 


the  survey  are  more  fully  reported  on  another  page,  but  it  should  be 
emphasised  that  the  rate  of  new  cases  discovered  was  approximately 
one  per  thousand  examined,  and  this  was  not  higher  than  the  average 
for  the  Mass  Radiography  Service  as  a whole  during  1962. 

Co-operation  of  District  and  County 
Authorities’  Services. 

The  position  of  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  largely 
one  of  accepting  the  ultimate  responsibility  for  the  work  which  is  done 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  other  members  of  his  staff  in 
connection  with  the  day  to  day  running  of  the  Authority’s  duties 
in  relation  to  housing  conditions,  slum  clearance,  sanitation  and  control 
of  infectious  disease.  Only  at  times  of  emergency  do  major  decisions 
have  to  be  taken  in  these  spheres  as  distinct  from  the  normal  day  to 
day  running  of  the  department.  The  separation  of  the  District  Auth- 
ority environmental  services  from  the  County  Authority  school  health 
and  personal  services,  (maternity  and  child  welfare  services,  health 
visitors,  home  nurses,  home  helps,  etc.),  frequently  results  in  the  Dist- 
rict Medical  Officer  having  very  little  contact  with  the  population  of 
the  area  in  which  he  serves. 

My  appointment  to  the  combined  post  of  District  Medical  Officer 
and  County  Divisional  Medical  Officer  affords  an  excellent  opp- 
ortunity to  remedy  this  situation,  for  I now  have  a much  better  opp- 
ortunity to  bring  the  County  and  District  Services  into  close  liaison 
and  to  discover  and  develop  ways  and  means  of  settling  problems  in 
the  area.  A particular  advantage  of  the  joint  appointment  is  the  chance 
it  gives  for  the  furthering  of  health  education  projects  and  these,  with 
the  changing  pattern  of  public  health  generally,  are  becoming  increas- 
ingly important  in  modern  society. 

Vital  Statistics. 

In  these  introductory  paragraphs  suffice  it  to  say  that  it  is  interesting 
to  note  that  the  crude  birth  rate  in  the  Caerphilly  Urban  Area  is  2.07 
per  thousand  above  the  England  and  Wales  national  average,  and  the 
crude  death  rate  is  .53  per  thousand  below  the  national  average.  After 
adjustment,  during  which  births  and  deaths  occurring  to  Caerphilly 
residents  temporarily  out  of  the  area  are  assigned  to  the  locality,  the 
birth  rate  is  still  above  the  national  rate  but  the  death  rate  is  also  about 
3/1000  above  the  national  level.  A very  pleasing  feature  of  the  1962 
figures  is  that  the  infant  mortality  rate  is  lower  than  the  national  average 
by  .77  per  thousand  and  shows  a marked  decline  over  1961 . I have  gone 
back  many  years  through  previous  annual  reports  and  it  would  appear 
that  this  is  the  first  time  that  it  has  been  possible  to  report  this  happy 
state  of  affairs.  This  is  not  a point,  however,  upon  which  one  can  be 
complacent,  for  as  we  are  dealing  with  a small  community  and  only 
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a very  few  actual  deaths,  a difference  of  one  or  two  in  the  total  deaths 
can  make  a marked  difference  in  the  rate  per  thousand.  It  is  very  hard 
to  understand  why  this  marked  drop  has  occurred  in  1962  on  anything 
other  than  purely  mathematical  criteria,  although  efforts  are  always 
being  made  by  the  medical,  health  visiting  and  other  ancillary  staff  to 
reduce  the  infant  mortality,  no  special  developement  took  place  in  1962 
which  would  account  for  the  improvement. 

This  report,  as  I have  mentioned,  covers  a year  during  which  I was 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  only  the  last  three  months.  Before  closing 
this  intoduction,  therefore,  I should  like  to  emphasize  that  the  majority 
of  the  work  during  the  year  was  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of 
my  predecessor  Dr.  W.  R.  Nash.

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GENERAL  AND  VITAL  STATISTICS 


To  provide  a background  to  the  information  in  the  pages  which  follow 
it  is  as  well  to  record  certain  basic  details  about  the  Caerphilly  Urban 
District.  The  town  of  Caerphilly  itself  lies  in  a hollow  basin  in  the 
South  Wales  Mountains,  but  the  Authority’s  curtilage  extends  up  the 
Rhymney  and  Aber  mining  valleys  to  embarace  such  small  mining 
townships  as  Llanbradach,  Ystrad  Mynach,  Nelson,  Abertridwr  and 
Senghenydd.  Over  the  mauntain  Taffs  Well  in  the  Taff  Valley  is  also 
included  in  the  Urban  District.  Caerphilly  town  is  separated  from  the 
City  and  Port  of  Cardiff  by  a seven  mile  road  leading  over  Caerphilly 
Mountain,  and  although  it  acts  as  a dormitory  for  many  of  Cardiff’s 
working  population  it  has,  in  its  own  right,  thriving  light  industries 
n addition  to  those  naturally  associated  with  the  South  Wales  coalfield. 


Altogether  the  land  area  of  the  Authority  is  13,950  acres  and  although 
the  population,  which  was  38,768  in  the  1931  census,  declined 
in  the  “ thirties  ” and  was  35,189  in  1951,  it  is  now  slowly  creeping 
up  again.  At  the  1961  census  the  figure  was  35,997  and  the  estimated 
mid-year  population  for  1962  was  36,230. 


Tables  I and  II  summarise  some  of  the  statistics  of  the  Urban  Area 
for  1962.  The  figures  relating  to  births  and  deaths  in  relation  to  other 
parts  of  the  administrative  county  appear  on  another  page.

Illegitimacy. 

Of  the  371  male  and  356  female  live  births  during  the  year,  21  male 
and  13  female  were  illegitimate — i.e.  4.68  %of  the  total.  This  compares 
with  a National  figure  of  6.6%.  The  rate  in  the  Greater  London  area 
is  as  high  as  11%.  Unfortunately  over  the  past  few  years  the  illegit- 
imate birth  rate  has  progressively  increased  and  there  is  no  cause  for 
complacency  in  the  Caerphilly  area.  If  one  bears  in  mind  the  number 
of  young  marriages  in  the  area,  of  which  a proportion  must  inevitably 
be  of  a “shot  gun”  character,  there  is  evidence  of  a very  definite  need 
for  teenage  guidance  and  preparation  for  parenthood  in  boys  and  girls. 

Of  course,  only  a proportion  of  illegitimate  births  are  to  teenage 
and  young  mothers  and  the  overall  figures  should  not  be  looked  upon 
solely  as  an  indictment  of  young  morality. 
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Comparative  Statistics  since  1945. 

It  is  interesting  to  compare  certain  Vital  and  Other  Statistics  of  the 
area  since  the  end  of  the  war  in  1945  : —

Throughout  the  whole  period  the  Crude  Birth  Rate  has  been  higher 
in  Caerphilly  than  for  the  country  as  a whole.  The  Crude  Death  Rate 
has  been  lower  than  the  England  and  Wales  rate  for  the  past  eleven 
years.  The  infant  mortality  rate  has  been,  until  1962,  consistently 
higher  than  the  national  figure  but  it  is  pleasing  to  note  the  marked 
and  progressive  decline  over  the  18  year  period. 

Much  investigation  is  being  undertaken  to  discover  the  causes  of 
wastage  of  these  young  lives.  Certainly  housing  conditions,  social  class, 
place  of  confinements,  legitimacy,  etc.,  can  be  shown  to  have  a stat- 
istical relationship  with  the  mortality  and  it  would  appear  that  very 
m ich  more  than  merely  improved  medical  care  is  involved. 
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Glamorgan  (Administrative  County)  - Vital  Statistics,  1962. 

Table  IV  on  the  following  page  has  been  reproduced  annually  for 
many  years  from  information  provided  by  Glamorgan  County  Hall 
in  Cardiff.  It  affords  the  opportunity  to  compare  the  vital  statistics  of 
the  Caerphilly  Urban  District  with  other  parts  of  the  County.  The  crude 
birth  rate  in  the  locality  is  the  highest  in  the  County  and  even  after 
adjustment  it  ranks  fourth.  The  adjusted  death  rate  shows  the  area 
lying  in  16th  position  and  in  the  infant  mortality  table  the  position  is 
ninth. 

In  view  of  the  small  populations  and  numbers  involved,  and  the 
geographical  and  industrial  differences,  the  variations  from  area  to  area 
within  the  county  are  not  strictly  comparable  and  it  would  be  unfair 
to  draw  any  major  conclusions  from  these  figures.  It  would  also  be 
exceedingly  difficult  and  hardly  practicable  to  instigate  intensive 
surveys  to  discover  the  causes  of  these  variations.  TablelV,  therefore, 
is  more  a source  of  interest  than  a basis  for  further  intensive  research.

Table  V is  an  analysis  of  the  412  deaths  in  the  area  by  sex  and 
principal  cause.  It  shows  that  diseases  of  the  circulatory  system  are  by 
far  the  largest  group  with  the  malignant  neoplastic  diseases  second 
and  respiratory  diseases  third. 

The  fact  that  twenty  lives  were  needlessly  lost  through  motor  and 
other  accidents  emphasises  the  constant  need  for  vigilance  in  industry, 
at  home  and  on  the  roads.  The  danger  on  the  roads  receives  consid- 
erable publicity  but  home  safety  is  equally  important.  Every  year  old 
folk  are  dying  from  injuries  received  in  tripping  over  steps,  carpets 
and  electric  flex,  children  are  being  scalded  by  the  contents  of  pots 
and  pans  carelessly  placed  on  the  stove  and  burns  from  unguarded  fires 
are  a constant  source  of  news  in  the  daily  papers.  The  older  homes  of 
the  valley  communities,  often  poorly  lit  with  steep  winding  stairs 
and  uneven  flag  stone  floors  are  frequently  an  accident  hazard  and  the 
need  to  remove  or  improve  such  property  is  an  acute  one. 

Table  V,  in  showing  us  the  principal  causes  of  death,  points  to  the 
priorities  on  a national  level  for  medical  research.  The  links  between 
lung  cancer  and  cigarette  smoking  have  already  received  a great  deal 
of  publicity.  Criticism  of  the  evidence  is  almost  invariably  forthcoming 
from  the  smokers  among  us  who  would  clutch  at  any  straw  to  seek  to 
excuse  their  indulgence.  This  same  section  of  the  public,  whilst  calling 
upon  diesel  fumes  and  other  forms  of  atmospheric  pollution  to  take  their 
share  of  the  lung  cancer  blame,  are  reluctant  to  positively  encourage 
the  young  to  commence  the  tobacco  habit,  thereby  admitting  that  they, 
too,  have  a subconscious  acceptance  of  the  published  medical  data. 


The  link  between  a sedentary,  overfed  population  and  heart  disease 
is  an  established  one  and  the  need  for  dietary  discrimination  and 
adequate  exercise  is  a lesson  which  must  be  put  over  to  the  public.  In 
this  respect,  and  speaking  from  personal  experience,  I realise  that  it  is 
a hard  one  to  learn. 

Figures  such  as  those  shown  in  Table  V do  not  reveal  the  trends  of 
various  diseases  from  year  to  year  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  50 
years  ago,  in  1912,  when  Caerphilly’s  population  was  34,000,  the 
principal  infectious  diseases  (scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough, 
diarrhoea  and  enteric  fever),  together  claimed  27  lives  and  tuberculosis 
(all  forms)  was  responsible  for  the  loss  of  a further  30.  Dr.  T.  W. 
Thomas,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  at  that  time,  said  of  tuberculosis, 
“ The  ravages  of  this  disease  are  still  very  marked,  and  it  will  be  a happy 
day  to  this  and  other  districts  when  this  disease  has  been  vanquished.  ” 
That  day  it  seems,  will  very  soon  be  upon  us. 
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Fifty  years  ago  malignant  disease  officially  caused  only  14  deaths, 
although  possibly  the  number  would  have  been  somewhat  higher  had 
diagnosis  been  better.  Today  malignancy  is  responsible  for  66  deaths. 
Over  the  period  too,  deaths  from  heart  disease  have  risen  from  25 
to  132.

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WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  principal  water  supplies  of  the  area  are  the  Rhymney  Valley 
Water  Board,  (which  is  a constituent  of  the  Taf  Fechan  Water  Board), 
serving  the  Rhymney  Valley  portion  of  the  area,  Nelson  and  the  Aber 
Valley,  and  the  Cardiff  Corporation  who  supply  the  Taffs  Well  Ward. 

The  quality  of  the  water,  which  is  under  bacteriological  control, 
is  satisfactory  over  the  whole  of  the  area.  There  are  no  plumbosolvent 
waters  in  the  area.  Throughout  the  whole  of  the  area  there  are  no  stand- 
pipe supplies  to  domestic  premises.  The  only  existing  standpipe  is  in 
the  Fairground  at  Bedwas  Road,  Caerphilly.  It  is  used  at  intervals 
by  showground  people. 

In  October  1962  a survey  was  conducted  to  discover  premises 
remaining  in  the  area  without  a piped  water  supply.  The  results  are 
given  in  the  following  table  : —

All  the  premises  mentioned  in  Table  VII  have  met  with  the  approval 
of  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  respect  of  cleanliness  and  hygienic 
facilities  generally.  The  Breweries  in  the  area  have  been  making  ex- 
tensive improvements  in  both  the  decoration  and  amenities  provided. 
I feel,  however,  that  the  generally  accepted  standards  in  British  Public 
Houses  leave  room  for  certain  improvements.  The  wider  use  of  air 
conditioning  plant,  almost  universal  in  the  U.S.A.,  would  greatly 
clear  the  heavy,  smoke  laden  atmospheres.  The  casual  washing  of 
glasses  so  frequently  practised  in  dirty  water,  shows  a need  for  the 
wider  introduction  of  glass  washing  apparatus.  In  Australia  glasses  are 
washed  between  every  drink  and  no  customer  is  ever  given  a “refill.” 
The  wide  introduction  of  pressure  keg  beers,  which  are  often  inclined 
to  frothing  due  to  excess  carbon  dioxide  at  the  delivery  tap,  has  re- 
sulted in  an  increasing  practise  amongst  publicans  of  allowing  a succ- 
ession of  glasses  to  overflow  into  the  drip  tray  and  subsequently  decant 
-ing  the  contents  of  this  tray  for  further  use.  This  is  not  hygienically 
sound  and  it  is  a pity  that  the  general  public  are  not  more  aggressive 
against  such  activities. 

In  modern  society,  with  more  and  more  pre-packed  food  and  an 
increasing  national  habit  of  “eating-out”  in  restaurants  and  canteens, 
there  is  a need  for  constant  close  vigilance  and  supervision  on  all 
catering  establishments.  This  your  Health  Inspectors  have  undertaken 
enthusiastically  during  the  year  under  review.  They  have  made  a part- 
icular point  of  advising  and  educating  all  persons  employed  in  the  hand- 
ling of  food  and  food  containers  on  the  very  great  importance  which 
must  be  attached  to  hygiene  at  all  times. 

Milk  Supply. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Pasteurised  and  Sterilized  Milk  Regulations 

1955. 

During  the  year  14  licences  were  held  for  the  distribution  of  past- 
eurised milk  and  14  for  the  distribution  of  T.T.  milk.  There  are,  in 
fact,  only  14  distributors  in  the  Urban  Area,  each  holding  licences  for 
pasteurised  and  T.T.  milk 
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Of  the  distributors,  three  only  are  producers,  and  these  three, 
J.  Snelling,  Abertridwr;  Cambrian  Dairies,  Marshfield,  Cardiff;  and 
the  Co-operative  Dairies  at  Llanharan,  supply  the  remaining  eleven 
dealers.  So  that,  in  fact,  all  milk  sold  in  the  area  is  produced  by  these 
hree  concerns. 

I am  glad  to  report  that,  although  the  full  number  of  samples,  as 
requested  by  the  County  Laboratory  in  Cardiff,  were  taken,  no  tub- 
ercule  bacilli  were  discovered. 

Ice-Cream. 

In  1962  there  were  130  ice  cream  retailers  registered  in  the  area.  All 
these  dealers  trade  in  ice-cream  produced  by  the  various  major  con- 
cerns, there  being  no  local  production. 

The  regulations  governing  the  storage  and  purity  of  ice  cream  are 
strict  and  during  the  year  constant  vigilance  was  maintained  by  the 
Health  Inspectors  to  ensure  that  standards  were  maintained.  In  fact, 
between  May  and  August  bacteriological  investigations  revealed  four 
“ Very  Unsatisfactory  ” samples  of  soft  ice  cream.  It  is,  seemingly, 
difficult  to  maintain  high  standards  of  cleanliness  with  soft  ice  cream 
machines  as  carried  on  mobile  vans.  The  distributors  were  warned 
and  advised  and  subsequent  samples  proved  satisfactory. 

These  “ spot  ” tests  showed  the  need  for  very  careful  supervision 
of  the  sale  of  soft  ice-cream.  The  ice  cream  leaves  the  factory  in  good 
condition  and  the  trouble  appears  to  arise  in  the  equipment  of  the 
retailer. 

Meat. 

Meat  is  frequently  the  source  of  infection  in  outbreaks  of  food 
poisoning.  As  such  very  great  care  is  required  in  its  handling  and,  here 
again,  the  role  of  the  modern  Public  Health  Department  as  an  educator 
at  all  levels  of  production  and  distribution  must  be  stressed.  Tech- 
nological advances  call  for  very  high  standards  of  trade  education 
and  hygiene.  The  vast  numbers  of  shops  dealing  in  quick  frozen  foods 
and  the  increasing  use  of  micro-wave  cookery  (which  eliminates  the 
protective  surface  sterilisation  afforded  by  normal  prolonged  cooking) 
are  but  two  examples  of  those  modern  advances. 

Most  butchers  shops  are  now  reasonably  clean  and  modern  to  the 
untutored  eye  but  the  handling  of  certain  commodities  still  leaves  much 
to  be  desired.  Raw  and  cooked  meats  should  be  kept  separate  as  it  is 
known  there  is  the  possibility  of  cross  contamination.  The  Public 
Health  Department  is  making  every  effort  to  enforce  separate  equipment 
and  handling  in  order  to  achieve  this  separation. 
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A defect  in  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  is  that  they  allow  per- 
ishable foods,  sliced  bacon,  cooked  meats,  ham,  corned  beef,  etc.,  to  be 
exposed  on  counters  and  window  slabs  for  sale  at  atmospheric  temp- 
eratures. The  objective  here  is  to  persuade  the  retailer  that  food 
hygiene  is  good  business  and  to  educate  him  in  this. 

There  are  still  8 licensed  slaughtermen  in  the  area,  and  the  only 
remaining  slaughterhouse  is  that  of  Messrs.  J.  Jones,  and  Bros.,  13, 
Pontygwindy  Road,  Caerphilly.

GENERAL  SANITATION 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  only  sewage  disposal  plant  in  the  area  is  a small  one  at  Nelson. 
This  is  well  run  and  adequate  at  present,  but  is  facing  an  increasing 
load  as  more  housing  is  completed.  Disposal  of  sewage  throughout  the 
area  is  satisfactory. 


Swimming  Pools. 

There  are  two  very  satisfactory  Swimming  Pools  in  the  area  ; that 
in  the  Morgan  Jones  Park,  Caerphilly,  owned  by  the  Caerphilly  Urban 
District  Council  with  a capacity  of  132,000  gallons  of  water  and  when 
continuously  used  having  a complete  filtered,  aerated  and  chlorinated 
turn-over  in  6 hours.  The  Swimming  Pool  at  Llanbradach  is  also 
owned  by  the  Authority  and  has  a capacity  of  103,000  gallons  and 
functions  as  the  Swimming  Pool  in  the  Morgan  Jones  Park.

HOUSING. 

A comprehensive  survey  was  completed  in  the  Urban  Area  during 
the  year  of  houses  below  the  average  standard.  This  was  decided  in 
preference  to  a series  of  ad  hoc  surveys  carried  out  for  a specific  purpose. 

Lists  of  applicants  do  not  indicate  the  real  need  of  a district.  Ex- 
perience has  shown  that  some  households  in  the  greatest  need  of  re- 
housing do  not  apply  for  a Council  house.  The  ascertainment  of  the 
number  and  location  of  houses  within  a local  authority’s  area  which 
require  action  under  the  Housing  Act,  1957,  is  quite  a large  task. 

It  will  be  appreciated,  that  regular  and  thorough  surveys  of  the 
housing  conditions  in  the  Urban  Area  cannot  be  carried  out  by  the 
present  two  Public  Health  Inspectors,  save  at  the  expense  of  other 
duties.  On  the  other  hand,  if  a local  authority  is  to  have  a proper 
programme  for  rehousing  it  must,  from  time  to  time,  have  a fairly 
accurate  picture  of  the  size  of  the  problem.  A list  of  properties  which 
should  be  considered  for  either  closing  or  demolition  will  be  submitted 
to  the  Council  for  approval.  This  schedule  will  suggest  a progressive 
programme  for  the  next  twenty  years  in  5-year  sections.  In  this  conn- 
ection it  must  not  be  forgotten  that  some  of  these  seriously  unfit  houses 
were  classified  in  1939,  and  demolition  would  have  taken  place  long 
ago  but  for  the  war. 

Local  Authorities  should  make  full  use  of  their  powers  to  acquire 
such  unfit  houses  and  carry  out  essentail  repairs  to  enable  the  prop- 
erties to  be  used  for  housing  purposes  for  as  long  as  possible.  There 
is  a much  greater  number  of  houses  which,  although  not  up  to  a proper 
standard  of  fitness,  can  be  improved  and  modernised,  without  the 
necessity  for  demolition.  Excluding  Council  houses,  for  example,  I 
estimate  that  only  9%  of  houses  in  the  area  have  indoor  sanitation  and 
bath.  This  situation  offers  considerable  scope  for  the  Public  Health 
Department  to  effect  the  maximum  improvement  of  unfit  prop  rty 
v.  ith  the  minimum  of  cost.  The  number  of  premises  in  the  area  where 
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improvements  have  been  carried  out  under  the  Improvement  Grant 
Scheme  up  to  and  including  the  year  1962  is  185. 


Fortunately,  Caerphilly  Urban  Area  is  not  in  such  a serious  need  of  a 
housing  replacement  programme  as  many  other  authorities.  There 
were,  for  example,  only  1 1 back -to  back  houses  remaining  in  occupation 
at  the  end  of  the  year  under  review.  There  were  29  houses  still  standing 
upon  which  demolition  orders  were  operative  and  a further  seven 
houses  were  closed. 


Slum  Clearance. 

During  the  year  Representations  were  made  to  the  Council  to  make 
Orders  for  demolition  on  14  properties.  Efforts  are  being  made  with 
some  immediate  prospect  of  success,  to  rehouse  the  people  involved 
in  the  Orders.

During  the  year,  186  manholes  on  the  sewage  system  were  twice 
treated  and  on  the  last  occasion  evidence  of  rats  was  found  in  8 only.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Tuberculosis. 


Although  pulmonary  tuberculosis  carries  only  a fraction  of  the 
mortality  which  it  once  did,  and  is  no  longer  responsible  for  suffering 
on  a vast  scale,  constant  vigilance  and  intensive  routine  control  measures 
are  necessary  to  maintain  and  improve  upon  the  present  happy  pos- 
ition. Caerphilly  is  fortunate  in  claiming  the  services  of  Professor  F. 
Heaf  as  its  consultant  chest  physician  in  the  Chest  Clinic  in  St.  Martin’s 
Road.  The  services  of  Frofessor  Heaf  in  the  fight  against  tuberculosis 
are  world  known  and  his  simple  skin  test  of  tuberculin  sensitivity  is 
very  widely  adopted.  All  school  children  in  this  area  are  offered  an 
annual  skin  test,  the  Caerphilly  and  Gelligaer  Division  of  Glamorgan 
being  the  only  Division  of  the  County  in  which  this  serial  testing  is 
routine. 


As  mentioned  in  my  introduction  to  this  report,  it  appeared  to  my 
predecessor  that  there  might  be  grounds  for  believing  that  the  incidence 
of  tuberculosis  in  the  Aber  Valley  was  higher  than  the  National  average. 
This  was  an  impression  only,  and  at  no  time  was  it  suggested  that  an 
epidemic  had  broken  out.  Nevertheless,  it  was  decided  to  investigate 
the  situation  and  the  whole  population  in  the  Abertridwr  area  were 
asked  to  co-operate  in  an  X-ray  survey  conducted  by  the  Mass  Radio- 
graphy Service  of  the  Welsh  Hospital  Board. 


A total  of  3,446  persons  of  all  ages  (92.58%  of  the  available  pop- 
ulation) were  examined,  (1,666  males  and  1,780  females).  Only  55 
persons  over  the  age  of  15  escaped  the  net.  Of  the  number  X-rayed 
333  (9.66%)  were  shown  to  have  some  abnornality  but  of  these  260 
(7.54%)  were  not  considered  in  need  of  further  follow  up  and  most,  in 
fact,  possessed  abnormalities  of  types  other  than  those  of  tuberculous 
origin.  There  were,  for  example,  192  men  suffering  from  the  various 
stages  of  pneumoconiosis  and  its  complications.  Twenty-nine  people 
had  satisfactorily  healed  primary  or  post  primary  tuberculosis.  Bone 
abnormalities,  non-malignant  neoplasms,  cardiac  and  vascular  ab- 
normalities, pulmonary  fibrosis,  emphysema,  pleural  thickening  and 
abnormalities  of  the  diaphragm  and  oesphagus  made  up  the  remainder 
of  this  “ no  follow-up  ” group. 
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73  persons  (2.12%)  were  recommended  for  further  investigation.

It  will  be  noted  that  10  of  the  73  cases  failed  to  attend  at  the 
Chest  Clinic.  This  was  a great  pity.  These  misguided  people,  who 
apparently  failed  to  appreciate  our  efforts  on  their  behalf,  may  still 
be  in  a state  of  anxiety  because  aroused  fears  have  not  had  the  opport- 
unity to  be  dispersed  or,  much  worse,  they  may  be  remaining  in  the 
community  as  sources  of  infection  for  the  future. 
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The  main  result  of  the  survey,  which  was,  with  the  exception  of  the 
10  persons  mentioned  above,  a model  of  co-operation  between  the 
public  and  the  various  branches  of  the  health  service,  showed  that  the 
rate  discovered  of  active  cases  in  Abertridwr  was  one  per  thousand 
examined  and  this  was  no  higher  that  the  average  for  the  Mass  Radio- 
graphy Service  as  a whole  during  1962. 

I am  indebted  to  Dr.  T.  Francis  Jarman,  Medical  Director  of  the 
Welsh  Hospital  Board,  Mass  Radiography  Service,  for  the  information 
contained  in  this  report.

Table  XVII  indicates  the  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified 
to  me  during  the  year.  It  is  my  impression,  however,  that  notification 
is  far  from  complete  for  I net  uncommonly  hear  of  children  being  away 
from  school  ostensibly  with  infectious  diseases,  although  I never 
receive  official  notification  from  the  general  practitioners  concerned. 
Whilst  I appreciate  that  with  the  improvements  in  the  treatment  of 
infectious  diseases  and  the  fact  that  generally  speaking,  childhood 
infections  are  no  longer  a source  of  great  community  risk,  with  possibly 
less  need  for  their  notification  on  epidemiological  grounds,  I feel 
that  if  statistics  on  a local  or  indeed  on  a national  level  are  to  be  kept 
then  notification  should  be  as  full  and  as  accurate  as  possible.  Scarlet 
fever,  for  example,  is  a disease  which  is  now  of  very  mild  severity  and 
much  less  virulent  than  it  was  years  ago.  It  is  conceivably  possible, 
however,  that  a future  strain  of  streptococcus,  resistant  to  antibiotics 
could  appear  with  a resultant  increase  in  the  severity  and  mortality 
of  this  disease.  It  would  be  a great  pity,  if  because  of  inadequate  noti- 
fication at  the  present  time,  no  truly  comparable  statistics  were  available 
to  enable  the  epidemiological  progress  of  the  disease  to  be  recorded. 

I submit  Table  XVII  in  this  report  in  the  full  knowledge  that  it  is 
both  inaccurate  and  misleading,  and  I can  only  hope  that  future 
Medical  O Ticers  of  Health  will  not  have  cause  to  complain  bitterly  ol 
the  laxity  which  at  present  prevails  in  notification.
